No. 31-T(39)/55.— In order to secure the fuller develop- 
ment of road motor transport and its expansion to m«*fc»li)<8- 
demand created by the Second Five Year Plan, it is d**ential 
that there should be suitable machinery in the Slate* to 
look after the various problems facing the industry i aod to 
plan and foster its development. It is felt that the existing 
administrative set-up in most States is concerned jpore 
with the regulation of motor transport rather thtra its planned 
development. To assist the States in reoi»ii*Mng|ss*heir 
transport administration, the Government , Indit^ 
decided to appoint an Ad Hoc Committee td CO 
comprehensive enquiry and make recoin mmvijiltio»* 


The Department of Transport will provide an officer to 
rk as Secretary of the Ad Hoc Committee, in addition to 
ri C. S. Nair, Secretary of the India Roads and Transport 
velopment Association, who will be appointed Co-Secretary 
assist the Chairman. 

3. The terms of reference of the Committee will be as 
lows :— 

(1) To survey the existing machinery for the administra- 
tion of motor transport in the States, with particular 
reference to the working of the Regional Transport 
Authorities and State Transport Authorities and 
their suitability to look after the development, co- 
ordination and regulation of road transport con- 
sistently > with the economic development of the 
country vis-a-vis our successive Five Year Plans and 
the need to expand motor transport to rural areas 
in order to develop village economy. 

(2) To suggest a model administrative set-up which will 
ensure : 

(a) the fair and speedy disposal of applications for 
permits; 

(b) the healthy growth of motor transport, provid- 
ing efficient services and adequate amenities to 
the public ; 

(c) the elimination of inhibitory factors which stand 
in the way of the development of motor trans- 
port: 

(d) adequate development of truck-trailer combina- 
tions; 

(e) the fullest use of available road facilities and 
transport vehicles; and 

(f) proper coordination with the activities and 
functions of the Inter-State Transport Commis- 
sion.
